Mr.  Shoemaker  was  graduat- 
ed from  University  of  Washing- 
ton in  journalism.  He  practiced 
journalism  briefly,  served  in 
World  War  I and  then  entered 
merchandising.  He  was  selected 
by  Gov.  J.  Bracken  Lee  in 
March,  1949,  as  chairman  of  the 
Utah  State  Tax  Commission, 
and  was  later  transferred  to 
chairmanship  of  the  State  De- 
partment of  Public  Welfare. 

Gov.  George  D.  Clyde  also 
appointed  Mr.  Shoemaker  as 
chairman  of  the  State  Tax 
Commission  and  he  served  from 
1957  to  1960.  In  March,  1960,  he 
was  elected  president  of  the 
Utah  Foundation,  a private  non- 
profit public  service  agency, 
conducting  research  and  public 
information  in  the  field  of  state 
and  local  government. 

Dr.  Marshall  has  been  a 
teacher  at  BYU  for  42  years. 
He  received  the  B.A.  degree  at 
BYU  in  1918  and  began  teach- 
ing in  1919.  He  received  the 
Ph.D.  degree  at  University  of 
Chicago  in  1924. 

Dr.  Marshall  has  served  as 
chairman  both  of  the  BYU 
Physics  and  Mathematics  De- 
partments and  has  taught  all 
levels  of  these  subjects,  giving 
hours  of  individual  instruction 
and  assistance  to  students  in  re- 
search.

Martial  Law  in  Alabama 


America’s  biggest  social  problem  of  the  past  century 
took  another  sad  turn  over  the  weekend  when  martial  law 
was  declared  in  Alabama  as  a restilt  of  racial  violence  and 
mob  rampage. 

In  this  case,  an  enraged  mob  of  several  hundred  white 
persons  attacked  “freedom  riders"  who  arrived  in  Mont- 
gomery by  bus  to  test  segretation  barriers.  So  serious  was 
the  disturbance  that  U.S.  Attorney  General  Bob  Kennedy, 
who  earlier  had  sent  400  special  marshalls  into  the  state  to 
protect  these  people,  sent  another  200  officers  Monday.  In 
addition,  the  Alabama  National  Guard  was  used  to  protect 
Negros  who  had  taken  refuge  in  a church. 

Needless  to  say  this  latest  social  miscarriage  has  been 
picked  up  by  newspapers  all  over  the  world,  and  has  done 
irreparable  harm  to  the  image  of  America  as  a land  where 
people  of  all  races  can  live  peacefully  together.  The  Soviet 
Press  called  it  another  example  of  “wild,  bestial  mores  in  a 
country  pretending  to  teach  others  how  to  five." 


The  actions  of  this  white  mob  are  beyond  a decent 
comment.  They  should  be  stopped  by  whatever  power  it 
takes  to  do  so. 


More  than  this,  however,  we  question  the  wisdom  of 
the  “freedom  riders”  in  so  provoking  an  attack  of  this 
sort.  Integration  and  social  justice  for  the  Negro  is  not 
something  that  is  going  to  be  won  easily  in  the  South. 
Such  irresponsible  actions  as  these  riders  displayed  have 
done  more  damage  than  would  be  justified  had  they  proved 
their  point. 

We  need  more  responsible  horse  sense  on  both  sides 
if  America  is  to  solve  this  heartbreaking  problem.

Every  different  area  of  as- 
sembly production  was  discuss- 
ed and  help  was  given  in  areas 
such  as  script  writing,  costum- 
ing and  set  design. 

"This  seminar  was  a great  un- 
ifying factor  for  the  assembly 
committee  and  the  assefcbly 
chairmen,”  Jacobs  said. 

THE  ASSEMBLY  committee 
has  also  improved  some  of  the 
physical  facilities  used  for  as- 
semblies. Large  flats  which  are 
used  for  nearly  every  assembly 
were  recovered  and  a bin  was 
made  in  the  fieldhouse  to  store 
flags  of  all  nations.
